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OFFICIAL  CONSTITUTION 
OF  THE  ASSOCIATED 
STUDENT  BODY  OF 
ASTORIA  HIGH  SCHOOL 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  students  of  the  Astoria  High  School, 
in  order  to  provide  an  organization  for  the  set¬ 
tlement  of  certain  matters  of  general  concern, 
do  ordain  and  establish  the  following  constitution 
and  by-laws. 


CONSTITUTION 
Article  I 
Name 

Section  1.  The  name  of  the  association  of  stu¬ 
dents  under  this  constitution  shall  be  the  “Asso¬ 
ciated  Student  Body  of  the  Astoria  High  School.” 

Section  2.  Any  student  of  the  Astoria  High 
School  is  eligible  to  be  a  member  of  this  organi¬ 
zation  provided  he  pays  a  yearly  uniform  tax. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  this  organization  shall  be 
held  whenever  the  President,  with  the  consent  of 
the  principal,  deems  it  necessary,  by  direct  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  principal,  or  by  the  initiative. 

Section  4.  By  the  initiative — The  signature  of  at 
least  5%  of  the  legal  members  of  the  association 
shall  be  necessary. 


Article  II 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall 
be:  president,  four  vice-presidents,  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  athletic  manager.  The  president, 
secretary  and  one  vice-president  shall  be  at  least 
fifth  termers  when  elected.  One  vice-president 
shall  be  chosen  from  each  of  the  Junior,  Sopho¬ 
more  and  Freshmen  classes.  The  treasurer  shall 
upon  assuming  office  have  completed  two  semes¬ 
ters  of  the  commercial  course. 

Section  2.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  this  association  and  shall  approve  all 
bills  in  writing  and  sign  all  warrants  for  the  dis- 
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bursement  of  funds,  and  shall  perform  the  usual 
duties  pertaining  to  that  office. 

Section  3.  1  ho  vice-presidents  in  the  absence  of 
the  president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  pres¬ 
ident  in  the  following  order:  Senior,  Junior,  Soph¬ 
omore  and  Freshmen. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes 
of  all  meetings  of  the  Associated  Student  Body 
and  of  the  student  council  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  usually  incumbent  upon  such 
offices  He  shall  file  all  records  with  the  princi¬ 
pal  of  the  High  School  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year. 

Section  5.  He  and  the  treasurer  shall  properly 
report  all  money  received  to  the  faculty  treasurer. 
He  shall  present  all  bills  against  the  association 
to  the  council  at  its  regular  meetings  and  upon 
the  approval  of  the  council  and  the  principal,  he 
shall  draw  checks  on  the  funds  of  the  associa¬ 
tion,  pay  for  the  same,  which  checks  shall  be 
reported  to  the  faculty  treasurer  for  counter- 
signature.  He  shall  make  a  monthly  report  in 
writing  to  the  student  council  and  to  the  princi¬ 
pal  concerning  the  condition  of  the  treasury. 

Section  6.  The  manager  shall  have  charge  and 
be  responsible  for  all  athletic  equipment.  He  shall 
be  assisted  by  the  assistant  manager,  who  shall 
have  charge  of  the  J  V’s;  and  Fingerling  manag¬ 
er,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  Fingerlings. 

Section  7.  The  executive  council  of  this  associa¬ 
tion  shall  consist  of  the  president,  four  vice-presi¬ 
dents,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  athletic  manager. 

Section  8.  Superintendent  of  the  city  schools  as 
well  as  the  principals  of  the  high  school  shall 
automatically  become  an  official  member  of  the 
student  council. 

Section  9.  For  the  proper  administration  of  the 
financial  business  of  the  association,  the  student 
council  shall  maintain  a  general  fund  and  such 
other  funds  as  the  council  shall  from  time  to  time 
create.  Money  received  from  the  various  activities 
shall  be  placed  in  a  fund  for  the  activities. 

Section  10.  Supplies.  All  supplies  for  the  as¬ 
sociation  shall  be  bought  by  requisition.  Requisl- 
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tion  blanks  shall  be  issued  by  the  president  of 
the  Student  Body  Association  and  signed  by  the 
principal  or  his  representative.  These  requisitions 
shall  give  the  date  of  issuance,  the  person  to 
whom  delivered,  and  the  complete  description  of 
the  article  to  be  purchased. 

Section  11.  All  requisitions  for  supplies  amount¬ 
ing  to  more  than  ten  dollars  must  have  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  council. 

Section  12.  This  association  shall  not  assume 
responsibility  for  any  supplies  bought  without 
proper  requisitions. 


Article  III 
Elections. 

Section  1.  The  president,  first  vice-president, 
second  vice-president,  third  vice-president,  secre¬ 
tary,  treasurer,  student  athletic  manager,  assist¬ 
ant  athletic  manager,  editor  and  business  manag¬ 
er  of  the  Zephyrus,  assistant  editor,  assistant 
business  manager  and  assistant  advertising  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Astor  Post,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
on  the  most  convenient  Friday  in  April  or  May 
each  year,  and  shall  take  their  respective  offices 
at  the  following  student  body  meeting  and  shall 
continue  to  hold  their  offices  through  the  follow¬ 
ing  year. 

The  first  vice-president  must  oe  a  senior  in  the 
term  following  his  election.  The  second  vice-presi¬ 
dent  must  be  a  junior  in  the  term  following  his 
election.  The  third  vice-president  must  be  a  soph¬ 
omore  in  the  term  following  his  election.  The 
athletic  manager  must  have  been  assistant  ath¬ 
letic  manager  previous  to  his  election.  The  fourth 
vice-president  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time 
as  the  yell  leaders  are  elected  at  the  first  student 
body  meeting  in  September. 

Section  2.  The  assistant  editor  shall  become  ed¬ 
itor  of  the  Astor  Post;  the  assistant  business 
manager  shall  become  business  manager,  and  the 
assistant  advertising  manager  shall  become  adver¬ 
tising  manager  the  year  following. 

Section  3.  All  elections  must  be  conducted  by 
the  following  rules: 
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(1>  The  voting  shall  be  held  in  designated  polls, 
presided  over  by  home  room  teacher.  Pre¬ 
cincts  shall  be  created  by  assigning  home 
rooms  to  certain  pQlling  places,  recommend¬ 
ed  polls  are  two  to  a  floor. 

(2)  There  shall  be  at  all  times,  one  inspector, 
one  ballot  distributor,  and  one  clerk,  all 
appointed. 

1 3)  No  electioneering  or  soliciting  of  votes  shall 
be  permitted  on  election  day. 

(4)  The  clerk  shall  keep  an  official  poll  book, 
which  must  be  certified  by  the  principal  of 
the  high  school. 

(5)  No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  his 
or  her  name  appears  on  the  certified  list,  or 
unless  a  certificate  of  registration  Is  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  principal,  no  one  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  unless  the  treasurer’s  books 
show  that  all  of  his  taxes  are  paid  up  to 
the  day  of  election.  A  certified  list  shall  be 
placed  in  the  possession  of  each  teacher. 

•  6)  The  ballots  shall  be  counted  by  appointees  of 
the  election  officers,  under  faculty  supervi¬ 
sion,  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
polls,  and  results  of  the  election  shall  be 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board  as  soon  as  the 
counting  is  over. 

(7)  Officers  of  this  association  shall  be  nom¬ 
inated  at  a  meeting  held  at  least  one  week 
before  the  election  day  of  each  year. 

(8)  The  form  of  the  ticket  shall  be  used  in  elec¬ 
tion  by  the  Australian  ballot  system. 

(9)  The  officers  of  this  association  must  re¬ 
ceive  a  plurality  of  votes. 

Section  4.  The  nominating  committee  of  the 
•student  body  shall  bo  appointed  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  d  ite  of  nominations,  and  shall 
consist  of  two  seniors,  two  juniors,  one  sopho¬ 
more  and  one  freshman.  There  shall  be  three 
boys  and  three  girls.  This  committee  shall  con¬ 
sider  carefully  the  qualifications  of  all  proposed 
nominees  for  office  and  shall  nominate  at  least 
two  candidates  for  each  office.  Faculty  advisers 
shall  be  consulted  concerning  qualifications  for 
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the  various  offices.  The  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  a  senior.  The  report  as  adopted 
by  the  student  body  shall  be  placed  upon  the 
ballot  and  voted  as  provided  in  the  constitution. 

Section  5.  In  accordance  with  parliamentary 
procedure  additional  nominations  may  be  made 
from  the  floor. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  Should  any  vacancies  occur  in  any 
office  of  this  association,  the  same  shall  be  filled 
by  election. 

Section  2.  Should  three  or  more  vacancies  occur 
in  the  executive  committee,  such  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  regular  election  as  provided  in  this 
constitution,  Article  III. 

Article  V 
Amendments 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  this  constitution  may 
be  proposed  in  writing  at  any  meeting  when  they 
shall  be  read  for  the  first  time:  at  a  meeting  held 
not  sooner  than  one  week  there  after,  they  shall 
be  read  a  second  time  and  voted  on.  A  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary 
for  adoption. 

Article  VI 
Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive 
committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  all  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  association,  to  require  all  officers  to 
*  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  to 
approve  all  expenditures  of  money;  to  take  charge 
of  all  elections  and  entertainments;  and  in  gen¬ 
eral  to  consider  the  welfare  of  the  students  and 
of  the  high  school;  and  to  bring  all  questions 
before  the  student  body  when  it  shall  seem  neces¬ 
sary. 

BY-LAWS 
Article  I 

Section  1.  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern 
this  association  in  cases  where  they  are  appliable, 
in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  con¬ 
stitution  or  by-laws  of  this  constitution. 
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Article  II 

Section  1.  A  yearly  tax  amount  to  be  set  by 
the  student  council,  which  will  entitle  members 
to  the  Astor  Post,  senior  play,  junior  play,  con¬ 
certs.  regularly  scheduled  games  and  student 
body  privileges  must  be  paid  by  all  members  who 
wish  to  belong  to  this  association. 

Section  2.  All  students  failing  to  pay  the  an¬ 
nual  student  tax  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to 
hold  office,  vote,  or  any  way  represent  this  as¬ 
sociation. 


Article  III 

Section  1.  On  Class  Day  in'  May,  a  student  body 
meeting  shall  be  held,  at  which  the  newly  elected 
president  shall  preside. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  For  violation  of  Article  III,  Section  3, 
Part  3,  of  the  constitution  of  this  association,  by 
a  candidate,  his  name  shall  be  struck  from  the 
ballot,  and  his  privilege  to  vote  at  the  present 
election,  annuled. 

Section  2.  For  violation  of  Article  III,  Section  4, 
by  a  student,  not  on  the  ballot  the  said  shall  for¬ 
feit  all  claims  to  student  body  membership  for  a 
period  of  one  month  from  the  time  of  the  viola¬ 
tion. 

Section  3.  The  executive  committee  shall  render 
decisions  on  all  such  violations. 

Article  V 

Section  1.  Each  room  shall  have  a  live  wire 
selected  from  same. 

(a)  The  manner  of  selection  shall  be  by  nom¬ 
ination  and  election  by  simple  majority  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  the  teacher. 

(b)  To  collect  the  Zephyrus  funds,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  business  manager. 

(c)  To  handle  the  sale,  in  his  room,  of  all  tick¬ 
ets  pertaining  to  student  activities.  In  these 
he  is  subject  to  the  criticism  of  the  manag¬ 
ers  and  heads  of  such. 

(d)  To  be  of  general  help  to  the  teacher. 
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Article  VI 


Section  1.  Athletic  letters  or  emblems  shall  be 
awarded  on  the  following  basis: 

'a)  A  game  shall  include  any  regular  scheduled 
inter-scholastic  contest. 

(b)  All  students  who  play  in  one-half  of  the 
quarters  of  all  the  football  games. 

(c)  All  students  who  play  in  one-half  of  the 
quarters  of  all  the  basketball  games. 

(d)  All  parts  of  quarters  or  halves  shall  be 
counted  as  halves  or  quarters. 

(e)  Baseball — Students  must  play  three  innings 
in  at  least  one-half  of  these  games. 

(1)  A  Varsity  letter  shall  be  awarded  for  a 
minimum  of  eight  (8)  “A”  school  games. 

(2)  A  J.  V.  letter  shall  be  awarded  for  a 
minimum  of  eight  (8)  “B”  school  games. 

(3)  “B”  school  games  may  not  be  substitut¬ 
ed  for  “A”  school  games.  “A”  school 
games  may  be  substituted  for  “B”  school 
games. 

(f)  Students  receiving  one  (1st)  first  place  and 
one  (2nd)  second  place,  or  a  total  of  7 
points  in  a  dual  meet.  Students  receiving 
(5)  five  points  in  a  triangular  meet.  Students 
receiving  a  place  in  a  district  meet.  Stu¬ 
dents  receiving  a  total  of  (9)  nine  points 
for  the  season. 

(1)  A  Varsity  letter  shall  be  awarded  for 
participation  in  a  minimum  of  three  (3) 
“A”  school  meets  on  the  above  basis. 

(g)  A  certificate  shall  be  awarded  to  the  four 
best  golfers  on  the  golf  team. 

(h)  Manager  of  Varsity  teams  receive  a  letter 
for  the  year. 

(i)  To  a  senior  yell  leader  who  shall  be  present 
at  all  first  team  home  games. 

(j)  The  managers  of  first  team  shall  make  out 
a  list  of  all  men  eligible  for  letters  on  the 
above  basis  and  hand  it  to  the  coach  of  the 
team.  After  he  has  approved  it,  the  student 
body  president  awards  the  letters. 
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(k)  A  gold  pin  "A"  shall  be  awarded  to  all  de¬ 
baters  competing  in  at  least  one  debate. 
For  a  debater  who  has  already  earned  a  pin 
there  shall  be  awarded  (with)  *a  bar  for 
eacn  other  year. 

<1)  Special  letters  or  pin  of  any  kind  shall  be 
awarded  only  on  unanimous  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  executive  committee. 

(m)  Manager  (assistant  varsity  manager)  of 
the  JV  team  receives  a  JV  letter  for  the 
year. 

(2)  Assistant  Varsity  manager  after  two 
years  of  service  and  in  his  eighth  term 
may  be  recommended  by  the  coach  for 
a  Varsity  letter. 

(n)  Manager  of  the  Fingerling  team  receives  a 
numeral  for  the  year. 

(o)  Letters  shall  be  presented  to  those  second 
team  (JV)  members  who  have  been  offi¬ 
cially  recommended  using  the  same  basis 
for  qualifying  as  the  Varsity. 

Section  2. 

(a)  Varsity  letters  shall  be  block  style  emblems. 
7  inches  high,  Gold  on  Purple  background. 

(b)  J.  V.  athletic  letters  shall  be  block  style 
emblems  6"  high.  Purple  and  Gold  back¬ 
grounds. 

Section  3.  Rally  Squads 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  freshman,  JV  (sophomore), 
and  Varsity  (juniors  and  seniors)  consist¬ 
ing  of  seven  members. 

(b)  All  members  of  the  Varsity  rally  squad 
shall  bo  elected  in  the  annual  student  body 
elections  in  the  spring. 

(c)  The  Varsity  rally  squad  shall  elect  its 
leader. 

<d)  The  freshmen  and  sophomore  rally  squads 
shall  experience  for  members  to  work  up 
to  the  Varsity  squad.  No  emblems  shall  be 
worn  and  no  awards  made. 

(e)  The  rally  squad  shall  be  a  club. 

(f)  The  Varsity  rally  squad  members  shall  re¬ 
ceive  the  regular  'A’’  for  one  years  service 
and  an  emblem  for  two  years  service. 
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AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  Article  II.  Section  1  is  hereby  amend¬ 
ed  as  follows: 

Clause  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall 
also  be:  Editor  of  the  Astor  Post,  Assistant  Editor 
of  the  Astor  Post,  Editor  of  the  Zephyrus,  Rally 
Squad  Leader,  Room  Representatives,  and  the 
four  Class  Presidents. 

Section  2.  Article  III,  Section  3  is  hereby  amend¬ 
ed  as  follows: 

Clause  1.  There  shall  be  no  class  or  organiza¬ 
tion  elections  held  before  the  student  body  elec¬ 
tions  in  the  spring. 

Section  2.  Article  V  is  to  be  amended  as  follows: 

The  by-laws  of  the  constitution  may  be  changed 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  student  council. 

(g)  The  number  of  members  to  be  on  the  rally 
squad  will  be  decided  by  the  student  council 
each  year. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

The  Student  Council  handles  a  large  percentage 
of  the  student  affairs  at  Astoria  High  School.  Al¬ 
though  it  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration,  it  capably  handles  the  problems  of  the 
student  body  in  an  efficient  manner  with  little  or 
no  help. 

The  fairly  large  council  of  thirty-three  members 
has  a  distinct  advantage  over  the  groups  at  As¬ 
toria  High  School  in  former  years  when  the  coun¬ 
cil  seldom  consisted  of  more  than  six  or  seven 
members.  The  student  body  is  more  adequately 
represented  and  has  the  opportunity  to  voice  its 
opinion  more  actively. 

The  thirty-three  members  who  make  up  the 
council  include  the  following:  the  student  body 
officers  who  are  president,  the  three  vice  presi¬ 
dents,  secretary,  treasurer,  yell  queen,  Astor  Post 
editor,  Assistant  Astor  Post  editor,  the  student 
athletic  manager,  and  the  Zephyrus  editor;  the 
four  class  presidents;  a  representative  from  each 
fourth  period  class;  and  the  principal  and  vice 
principal  of  Astoria  High. 
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The  representatives  do  exactly  what  their  title 
implies,  represent  the  students.  They  bring  the 
students'  opinion  to  the  council  where  the  prob¬ 
lems  facing  the  student  body  are  analyzed  and 
solved. 

The  council  is  divided  into  seven  committees 
whose  chairmen  meet  each  week  to  determine 
business  for  the  council  and  to  decide  the  way  the 
problems  will  be  introduced  to  the  larger  group. 
The  seven  committees  are  awards,  assemblies, 
parking  and  traffic  control,  legislative,  school 
spirit  and  morale,  grounds  and  building  and 
safety. 


SCHOOL  FINANCES 

Money  from  all  organizations  in  the  Astoria 
High  School  is  deposited  through  the  office.  Two 
sets  of  books  are  kept,  one  by  the  faculty  finan¬ 
cial  adviser  Miss  Lamb,  and  one  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  student  body.  Each  class  and  organization 
keeps  a  separate  account  of  all  receipts  and  ex¬ 
penditures.  These  books  are  checked  at  stated 
times  with  the  books  of  the  financial  adviser. 

The  student  body  funds  are  expended  by  action 
of  the  student  body,  and  organization  funds  by 
action  of  the  club  or  class  adviser.  All  bills  are 
paid  by  checks  signed  by  the  principal.  A  finan¬ 
cial  statement  of  all  money  received  and  expended 
is  made  each  month  and  filed  in  the  office. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY 

This  is  your  school  building  and  you  should 
therefore  care  for  it  in  the  same  manner  as  your 
own  property.  Care  of  school  property  on  the 
part  of  the  students  show  an  appreciation  for 
what  has  been  provided.  We  are  not  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  to  request  the  school  district  for  additional 
equipment  unless  we  show  ability  and  the  desire 
to  take  proper  care  of  what  we  already  have. 

CLEARING  THE  BUILDING 

Students  should  be  out  of  the  school  building 
by  3:45  o’clock,  unless  they  arc  staying  under  the 
supervision  of  some  teacher. 
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STUDY  HALL  REGULATIONS 

Students  leaving  a  study  hall  for  another  room 
or  the  office,  must  sign  up  on  the  study  hall  slip 
which  is  provided  by  the  teachers  in  each  room. 
Not  more  than  one  boy  and  girl  is  permitted  to 
leave  the  room  at  one  time,  everyone  being  re¬ 
quired  to  return  within  a  three-minute  period  if 
not  especially  excused  for  a  longer  time.  Students 
should  not  converse  with  each  other  except  when 
granted  permission  by  the  teacher  in  charge. 
When  such  permission  has  been  granted,  the 
pupil  should  communicate  only  for  a  reasonable 
time. 

TARDINESS 

Students  who  arrive  at  school  after  8:40  in  the 
morning  or  12:45  in  the  afternoon,  are  required  to 
report  directly  to  the  office.  The  office  will  issue 
a  tardy  blank  which  will  serve  as  a  pass  to  enter 
class. 

PRE-EXCUSES 

Students  wishing  to  be  excused  from  any  or  all 
classes  after  reaching  the  building  must  secure 
an  excuse  blank  at  the  office  and  have  it  filled 
out  by  all  of  the  teachers  on  your  regular  sched¬ 
ule.  After  the  dean  and  the  vice  principal 
have  also  signed  the  blank,  it  must  be  returned 
to  the  office  where  it  is  kept  for  reference.  Ad¬ 
mittance  slips  are  also  required  when  a  student 
is  late  to  one  of  his  classes.  These  can  also  be 
secured  at  the  principal’s  office. 

EXCUSES 

Students  who  have  been  absent  from  school  for 
any  length  of  time  must  bring  a  written  excuse 
from  home  stating  the  reason  for  absence  and 
signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian.  The  girls  excuses 
are  brought  to  the  dean  and  the  boys  to  the  vice 
principal.  You  will  then  receive  an  excuse  blank 
which  is  to  be  signed  by  all  of  your  teachers  and 
returned  to  the  office  at  the  end  of  the  day. 

Students  who  fail  to  bring  an  excuse  are  given 
a  temporary  unexcused  absence  form,  which  will 
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be  replaced  by  an  excused  absence  form  when  a 
satisfactory  excuse  is  brought  from  home. 

DEAN’S  ROOM 

The  Dean’s  room  is  a  room  in  which  girls  who 
become  ill  during  school  hours  may  go  and  rest. 

The  Dean’s  room  is  under  the  supervision  of  a 
high  school  teacher  and  during  the  seven  periods 
of  the  day  she  has  helpers  who  are  called  Dean’s 
Lieutenants. 

From  this  room  you  may  also  obtain  cough 
drops,  Kleenix,  pencils,  Anacins,  or  any  type  of 
medicine  you  may  need. 

This  room  is  not  to  be  used  by  any  student  as  a 
study  hall. 


STUDENT  CONDUCT 

It  has  come  to  be  a  recognized  fact  that  all 
students  with  the  Astoria  High  School  spirit, 
conduct  themselves  like  ladies  and  gentlemen 
not  only  in  school  but  elsewhere  and  on  all  occa¬ 
sions. 

When  in  school  the  following  regulations  should 
be  observed: 

1.  Do  not  run  in  the  halls. 

2.  Do  not  whistle  or  shout  in  the  halls. 

3.  Keep  all  refuse  and  paper  off  the  floor. 

4.  Do  not  scratch  the  desks  and  lockers. 

5.  Be  careful  of  ink.  Keep  It  off  the  floors  and 
desks. 

6.  Let  every  student  try  to  preserve  the  build¬ 
ing. in  th.e  same  condition  in  which  it  was  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

7.  School  grounds  end  property  to  store  policed 
by  Freshmen. 

STUDENT  EMPLOYMENT 

Many  students  in  the  High  School  are  partially 
self-supporting.  Students  are  able  to  secure  em¬ 
ployment  of  different  types  by  leaving  their 
names  with  the  principal  in  the  office.  Girls  leave 
their  names  with  the  dean  of  girls. 
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NON-RESIDENTS 

Non-residents,  that  is  pupils  whose  parents  live 
outside  of  the  Astoria  school  district,  are  allowed 
to  go  to  the  Astoria  High  School  if  there  is  no 
accredited  high  school  in  their  district.  In  this 
case  the  school  district  from  which  the  student 
comes  pays  the  tuition.  If  a  student  lives  within 
a  district  where  there  is  an  accredited  high  school 
but  insists  on  coming  to  the  Astoria  High  School, 
then  he  must  pay  tuition.  Students  over  21  years 
of  age  must  also  be  required  to  pay  tuition.

REPORT  CARDS 

Report  Cards  are  a  means  of  letting  the  parents 
know  how  well  their  students  are  doing  in  their 
subjects. 

Report  Cards  are  issued  every  nine  weeks  and 
are  marked  either  A,  B,  C,  D,  or  U.  With  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  subjects  of  chorus  and  physical 
education,  which  are  graded  with  S  or  U.  A  mean¬ 
ing  (93-100)  Superior,  B(86-92)  Excellent,  CC77-85) 
Average,  S  Passing,  D  (70-76)  Passing,  and 
U(Below  70)  Failure. 

Report  Cards  must  be  signed  by  a  parent  or 
guardian  and  returned  to  school. 

If  a  Report  Card  is  not  returned  to  school  a  fee 
must  be  paid  for  making  out  a  new  card.  This  fee 
is  ten  cents. 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

To  graduate  from  Astoria  High  school  a  student 
must  have  the  following  qualifications: 

(1)  Have  attended  four  years  of  high  school. 

(2)  Earned  19  units.  (A  unit  is  given  for  one 
year  of  satisfactory  work  in  each  subject) 
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(3)  Completed  the  required  subjects.

Sophomore: 

English,  Social  Science,  Biolo¬ 
gy,  Physical  Education.

A  student  may  take  as  many  subjects  as  he  de¬ 
sires  but  every  student  is  advised  to  carry  five 
subjects,  including  physical  education,  each  year.

LOCKERS 

Lockers  are  a  storage  compartment  in  which 
students  keep  their  books  and  necessary  school 
equipment. 

Lockers  are  issued  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  year  upon  entering  school.  A  locker  may 
be  shared  by  two  or  more  students. 

If  a  student  desires  to  place  a  lock  on  his  locker 
he  may  do  so. 
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LOST  AND  FOUND 

All  articles  either  lost  or  found  are  turned  into 
the  dean  of  girl’s  office.  Books  and  other  school 
equipment  are  turned  into  the  office. 

STUDENT  BODY  ACTIVITY  TICKET 

A  student  body  activity  ticket  is  bought  by 
every  student  at  the  first  of  the  year  who  wishes 
to  be  a  member  of  the  student  body.  The  ticket 
costs  $5.00  and  enables  the  purchaser  to  attend 
all  games,  plays,  concerts,  other  student  body 
privileges,  and  to  receive  the  Astor  Post  free  of 
charge. 

STUDENT  INSURANCE 

This  is  a  Student  Mutual  Benefit  Plan  which 
covers  any  accidental  bodily  injury  that  may  oc¬ 
cur  from  the  time  you  leave  home  in  the  morning 
for  school  until  returning  home  directly  at  the 
close  of  school.  This  is  also  subject  to  special  lim¬ 
itations.  The  price  is  $1.50  per  student  and  will 
pay  a  maximum  up  to  $300. 

DROPPING  AND  ADDING  CLASSES 

Dropping  and  adding  classes  must  be  referred 
to  the  teachers  and  the  office  to  be  accepted  or 
rejected.  A  form,  which  can  be  purchased  in  the 
office,  must  be  signed  by  all  concerned. 

PARKING  AREAS 

Students  who  bring  cars  to  school  may  park 
them  in  the  space  provided  in  back  of  the  school. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  to  enlarge  this 
space,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  soon.  Teachers  may  park  their  cars  along 
side  of  the  school  on  16th  Street  and  on  Jerome 
except  where  there  are  NO  PARKING  signs. 

TELEPHONE 

Students  will  not  be  excused  from  classes  to 
answer  the  telephone,  except  in  case  of  emer¬ 
gency.  The  telephone  for  student’s  use  is  right 
next  to  the  office  door  and  may  be  used  any 
time. 
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CAFETERIA 

The  cafeteria  on  the  lower  floor  serves  whole¬ 
some  lunches  at  a  veiy  reasonable  cost.  Lunches 
are  to  be  eaten  in  rooms  1.  2.  4,  and  5  and  the 
trays  are  to  be  hrought  back  to  the  cafeteria  and 
stacked  when  through.  Lunch  tickets  can  be  pur¬ 
chased  in  the  book  room,  which  is  directly  across 
from  the  office  every  Monday  morning.  Other 
mornings,  ihcy  can  be  purchased  in  the  office. 

ASSEMBLIES 

Student  body  meetings  are  held  in  the  gym 
whenever  the  student  body  president  and  prin¬ 
cipal  think  a  meeting  is  necessary.  Other  assem¬ 
blies  are  national  assemblies,  talent  assemblies 

and  many  others. 

BULLETIN  BOARDS 

There  are  three  bulletin  boards  located,  one  at 
each  end  of  the  hall  on  the  third  floor,  and  one  at 
the  west  end  of  the  second  floor. 

On  the  east  bulletin  board  of  the  third  floor  is 
placed  all  scholastic  information.  On  the  other 
two  bulletin  boards  can  be  found  information  on 
current  and  coming  events,  the  Astoria  High 
Creed,  and  other  useful  information. 

REGISTRATION  AND  FEES 

Registration  for  the  next  school  year  is  at  the 
end  of  the  preceeding  school  year.  At  this  time, 
students  are  required  to  fill  out  a  schedule  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  following  year,  listing  all  elective 
and  required  subjects.  A  complete  four  year  pro¬ 
gram  is  also  projected  by  each  freshman  to  pro¬ 
vide  direction  to  his  high  school  program.  This 
forecast  may  be  changed  to  fit  changing  needs  of

LIBRARY  RULES 

1.  To  check  out  a  book 

Sign  your  name  and  English  room  on  the 
card  in  the  back  of  the  book.  Take  the  book 
to  the  librarian's  desk  for  the  date  due  to  be 
stamped. 

2.  To  return  a  book 

Leave  the  book  on  the  table  inside  the  door  of 
the  library. 

3.  Fines 

Fines  for  overdue  books  are  two  cents  a  day. 
Overnight  books  that  are  late  or  overdue  cost 
ten  cents.  Overnight  books  are  due  the  fol¬ 
lowing  morning  at  8:40. 

4.  Use  of  the  library 

Students  who  wish  to  use  the  library  must 
first  have  their  library  pass  signed  by  a  class 
room  teacher  and  then  by  their  study  hall 
teacher.  This  slip  is  placed  by  the  student  in 
the  box  on  the  return  book  table.  It  is 
stamped  by  the  librarian  and  returned  by  the 
librarian  to  the  study  hall  teacher,  not  the 
student.  Students  are  required  to  be  in  the 
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library  by  the  first  five  minutes  of  the  period 
or  they  will  not  be  admitted.  Students  remain 
in  the  library  until  the  bell  rings  at  the  end 
of  the  period. 

Students  are  expected  to  read  or  study  quiet¬ 
ly  without  talking.  When  the  bell  rings  at  the 
end  of  the  period,  put  your  magazines  or 
books  back  and  replace  your  chairs. 

Students  may  obtain  Free  Reading  Passes 
from  the  Librarian  permitting  them  to  go  to 
the  library  with  only  the  study  hall  teacher’s 
signature.  While  there  they  may  read  any  li¬ 
brary  materials  they  wish.  These  Passes  are 
good  for  one  month  and  may  be  renewed. 
Passes  are  revoked  for  the  following  reasons: 
student’s  inability  to  be  quiet,  or  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  his  name  on  the  Warning  List  or  In¬ 
eligible  List. 

The  Reference  room  is  reserved  for  people 
who  have  reference  work  to  do.  Please  ask 
and  receive  permission  from  the  librarian  be¬ 
fore  you  enter  the  reference  room  to  study. 

5.  Hours 

The  library  is  open  from  8  o’clock  until  4 
o’clock.  Students  may  enter  the  library  freely 
before  and  after  school  and  at  noon.  All  stu¬ 
dents  are  expected  to  move  quietly  and  create 
no  disturbance. 

6.  Circulation  of  books,  magazines  and  phono¬ 
graph  records. 

Books  are  generally  circulated  for  a  period  of 
two  weeks. 

Books  may  be  renewed  if  they  are  not  re¬ 
served  for  someone  else. 

Books  or  magazines  on  reserve  may  be  cir¬ 
culated  overnight. 

Magazines  are  circulated  for  a  two  weeks 
period.  To  take  out  a  magazine,  make  out  a 
slip  giving  the  name  and  date  of  the  maga¬ 
zine  you  want,  with  your  name  and  English 
room. 

Phonograph  records  may  be  circulated  for 
two  weeks.  Consult  the  phonograph  catalog 
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in  the  card  catalog  for  the  call  number  of 
the  record  or  records  you  want  and  ask  for 
them  by  the  number.  Students  are  responsible 
for  the  safety  of  the  phonograph  records 
when  they  are  in  their  cars.  Treat  them  with 
consideration,  keep  them  away  from  heat  and 
do  not  use  poor  phonograph  needles  on  them. 
A  broken  record  must  be  replaced  by  the  stu¬ 
dent. 

7.  Library  store 

The  Library  Club  maintains  a  store  In  the 
reference  room.  There  you  can  buy  paper, 
ink,  rulers,  erasers  and  other  school  supplies. 
Pencils  are  sold  at  the  Dean's  Room.  Ask  the 
student  librarians  to  wait  on  you. 

8.  The  librarians  and  the  student  librarians  are 
in  the  library  to  help.  If  you  are  having  diffi¬ 
culty  finding  the  answer  to  a  question,  or 
selecting  a  book  to  read,  ask  any  one  of  the 
librarians  for  help.  We  maintain  a  picture 
collection  and  files  of  book  covers  to  help  in 
book  reports.

Signal  -  Ringing  of  the  fire  gong.  In  annex,  two 
short  rings  followed  by  long  continuous  ringing 
of  the  bell. 

Instructions  When  the  fire  signal  sounds  every 
teacher  should  give  the  command  for  all  pupils 
to  fall  into  double  line  Inside  the  room,  facing 
the  door.  As  soon  us  all  are  in  line  and  with  the 
teacher  at  the  head  of  the  line,  begin  to  march 
as  follows: 

(1)  Rooms  1  and  2  march  four  abreast  out  the 
west  door,  standing  in  straight  lines  on  the  ce¬ 
ment  walk. 

(2)  Rooms  5  and  0  unite  and  march  four 
abreast  out  the  east  door,  standing  in  straight 
lines  on  the  cement  walk. 

(3)  Room  4  follows  rooms  5  and  6  out  the  east 
door. 

(4)  Rooms  10  nnd  II  unite  and  march  four 
abreast  out  left-hand  front  door  and  remain 
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standing  in  straight  lines  on  the  cement  walk  to 
the  west. 

(5)  Dean’s  room  and  Astor  Post  fall  in  two 
abreast  behind  room  10  and  Office  fall  in  behind 
room  11. 

(6)  Library,  Room  14  march  four  abreast  out 
of  the  right-hand  front  door  and  remain  standing 
in  straight  lines  on  cement  walk  to  the  east. 

(7)  Rooms  12  and  13  march  four  abreast  and 
follow  Library  out  the  right-hand  right  front  door 
and  remain  standing  in  a  straight  line  on  the 
cement  walk  to  the  east. 

(8)  Rooms  20  and  21  unite  and  march  down 
west  stairs  four  abreast  out  the  southwest  door 
and  remain  standing  in  straight  lines  on  the 
cement  walk. 

(9)  Rooms  22  and  23  unite  four  abreast  and 
follow  Rooms  20  and  21  out  the  southwest  door 
and  remain  standing  in  straight  lines  on  the 
cement  walk. 

(10)  Rooms  24  and  29  unite  four  abreast  and 
follow  Rooms  22  and  23. 

(11)  Rooms  27  and  28  unite  four  abreast  and 
march  down  the  east  stairs  to  second  floor  and 
then  out  the  front  door,  forming  in  straight  line 
to  the  west  on  the  cement  walk. 

(12)  Rooms  25  and  26  unite  and  march  four 
abreast,  following  Rooms  27  and  28  and  form  in 
straight  lines  to  the  east  on  the  cement  walk. 

(13)  Shop  Classes  march  two  abreast  out  the 
west  door  of  shop,  turn  up  the  hill  and  form 
straight  lines  close  to  annex. 

(14)  Gymnasium  classes  march  two  abreast  out 
the  southwest  door  in  gym. 

(15)  Room  31  march  two  abreast  down  the 
stairs  and  out  the  front  door  of  annex  and  to 
main  walk,  facing  west. 

(16)  Band  room  march  two  abreast  and  move 
west  on  driveway.

The 
talent  consists  of  singers,  dancers,  skits,  and  dra¬ 
matics.  First,  the  freshmen  and  seniors  present 
their  display  of  talent.  Later,  the  sophomores  and 
juniors  present  a  combination  of  the  talent  from 
their  classes.  This  arrangement  of  assemblies  help 
to  establish  good  feeling  between  upper  and  low¬ 
er  classmen,  and  helps  all  students  to  get  better 
acquainted.  Every  student  is  requested  to  be  in 
these  shows  so  they  may  have  a  good  perform¬ 
ance  as  there  is  much  competition  between  the 
two  assemblies. 

SENIOR  BALL 

The  Senior  Ball  is  a  formal  dance  given  entirely 
by  the  seniors  and  their  advisers.  The  dance  is 
held  sometime  in  December.  The  theme  is  always 
kept  secret  until  the  night  of  the  dance. 

JUNIOR  FROM 

The  juniors  give  their  annual  dane«  in  the 
spring  of  the  year.  It  is  a  formal  dance  put  on 
much  the  same  way  as  the  Senior  Ball.  There  is 
much  rivalry  between  the  two  classes  as  to  which 
can  put  on  the  best  dance.

The  Soph  Hop  is  a  cotton  and  cord  dance  given 
by  the  sophomore  class.  The  sophomores  pick  a 
theme  as  the  juniors  and  seniors  do,  but  their 
dance  is  not  so  elaborate. 

FRESHMAN  FROLIC 

Last  but  not  least  is  the  Freshman  Cotton  and 
Cord  dance.  The  freshman  prove  that  they  have 
talent  by  putting  on  one  of  the  most  successful 
dances  of  the  year. 

SENIOR  PLAY 

The  seniors  show  their  dramatic  talent  by  pre¬ 
senting  a  play  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  Usually  they 
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present  a  mystery;  however,  it  can  be  either  a 
mystery  or  a  comedy.  This  play  is  one  of  the  most 
important  dramatic  productions  of  the  year  and 
is  always  well  attended  by  students  and  parents 
alike.  The  funds  from  the  play  provide  the  money 
for  the  Senior  Ball. 

JUNIOR  PLAY 

The  juniors  compete  with  the  seniors  by  pre¬ 
senting  a  three  act  comedy  preceding  the  Junior 
Prom.  The  junior’s  talents  provide  the  funds  for 
their  dance  also. 


HONORS 

VALEDICTORIAN  AND  SALUTATORIAN 

The  member  of  the  senior  class  with  the  high¬ 
est  scholastic  average  becomes  valedictorian  of 
the  class  and  the  student  ranking  second  highest 
becomes  salutatorian. 

BLUE  CARDS 

A  student  receiving  four  A’s  or  more  on  his 
card  for  a  six  weeks  period  receives  a  blue  honor 
card.  To  receive  a  blue  card  you  cannot  have  any 
grades  lower  than  a  C. 

HONORABLE  MENTION 

A  student  who  receives  three  A’s  and  no  grade 
lower  than  a  C  is  entitled  to  an  honorable  men¬ 
tion. 


SUBJECT  ACTIVITIES 
BAND 

Any  student  body  member  who  is  interested  in 
music  may  become  a  member  of  the  Astoria  High 
School  band.  The  success  of  the  band  depends  on 
each  individual.  It  meets  one  period  each  day 
and  credits  are  given  for  this  activity.  During 
previous  years,  the  band  has  taken  part  in  many 
school  and  public  activities.  They  are  under  the 
direction  of  Harold  Withnell.  During  games  and 
assemblies,  the  band  in  their  colorful  uniforms, 
add  a  great  deal  to  the  school  spirit. 
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CHORUS 

The  Astoria  High  School  choruses  are  also  open 
to  an>  student  body  member.  There  are  to  be  two 
Mixed  Choruses  and  a  freshmen  Girl’s  Glee  Club 
all  under  the  direction  of  Dale  Barker.  Several 
small  ensembles  are  to  be  chosen  by  Mr.  Barker. 
These  groups  are  a  regularly  scheduled  class  and 
participate  in  school  and  public  activities. 

JOURNALISM 

This  is  an  accredited  class  and  meets  one  pe¬ 
riod  each  day.  It  is  very  worthwhile  for  any  stu¬ 
dent  interested  in  writing  as  a  career,  or  just  as 
a  hobby.  If  you  are  interested  in  writing  for  the 
"Astor  Post”,  it  is  suggested  that  you  take  this 
subject,  although  it  is  not  required. 

RADIO 

This  club  meets  one  period  daily.  The  members 
are  kept  busy  preparing  for  their  weekly  broad¬ 
cast  over  KAST.  The  program  consists  of  news 
of  Astoria  High  School  activities,  musical  talent, 
and  a  panel  discussion  of  various  topics.  Each 
week  the  program  is  put  on  by  a  different  group 
of  students.  This  club  is  an  accredited  class  and 
is  advised  by  Miss  Croutcr. 

VOCATION 

This  club  Is  composed  of  students  who  nre  in¬ 
terested  in  working  and  also  going  to  school. 
They  attend  classes  in  the  morning  and  work 
during  the  afternoon.  This  is  satisfactory  as  long 
as  they  maintain  passing  grades  and  receive 
enough  credits  to  graduate.  In  previous  years, 
they  have  sponsored  several  dances  and  Voca¬ 
tional  Day.

ZEPHYRUS 

The  Zephyrus  is  the  annual  at  the  Astoria  High 
School.  Many  hard  hours  of  work  is  put  into  this 
book  by  the  editor  and  other  members  of  the 
Zephyrus  staff.  They  begin  their  work  in  the 
fall  and  their  worries  aren’t  over  until  the  book 
is  distributed  to  the  students.  After  all  pictures 
are  taken  and  sent  to  the  engravers,  writing  and 
rewriting  begins  and  when  finished,  the  copy  is 
released  to  the  Astorian-Budget. 

ASTOR  POST 

The  Astor  Post  staff  is  open  to  all  students 
interested  in  working  on  the  paper.  Editors  and 
column  writers  are  not  the  only  persons  involved 
in  publishing  the  Post.  There  are  many  hard¬ 
working  students,  “the  men  behind  the  head¬ 
lines”,  who  cooperate  with  department  heads  to 
meet  deadlines.  The  typists,  headliners,  proof¬ 
readers,  reporters,  feature  writers,  and  soph  cubs 
all  devote  their  time  and  talents  to  put  out 
Astoria  High’s  newspaper.
